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LEAVES NOTE FOR WIFE 



Strip of Canvas From MaltresS was Oscd 

for a Rope and With One End Fastened 

to Bars of Cell Was Means o(Deed 



Desettfnh by his friends during hii 
hour of need caused Mlko Frank to 
commit suicide by hanging himself to 
the bars of his cell in the county jail 
Sunday night about 8 o'clock, A note ' 
Which he must have penned just befere 
taking his life, was found and explain- 
ed his reasons for the deed. Several 
times in the note he besought his wife 
not to forget their "babie»*' and pray- 
ed that God might forgive him hfs rash 
act. 

The note which Was addresseti to his 
wife was scribbled in a shaky and un- 
certain hand on a little scrap of paper. 
The sentences were jerky and lacked 
coherence. It was written in Austrian. 
The following is a literal translation of 
the note which spells a tragedy for a 
wife and Hve small children who reside 
on the West Side: 

"Dear Mary— Yoil must care for the 

babies— don't forget them— it is hard 

for me to leave them. There is no 

more life for me. I wait for someone 

to come and see me or take me out of 

jail but no one come— there is ng one 

who cares for me. I ask that you ex* 

-cuse me if I do something wrong to 

1 ^ou. Please don't forget the babies — 

-don't forget them. ' I have waited long 

and no one came to help me. May God 

-excuse roe and you too. I ask you 

again, please don't forget the babies. 

I do not care where they bury me. 

•Gooebye,*" 

The note was unsigned but there was 
110 question but that Frank wrote it. 

That Frank carefully planned the 
deed there is not the slightest question. 
For some little time he evidently was 
unable to And any means of taking his 
Jife. 

Then a thought struck him and when 
%e ate his dinner, he kept one of the 
^tin spoons. He hroke oft the bowl 
;part and whetting the jagged edge on 
the "bars of his and upon the floor, he 
fashioned itJntoacrude knife. With 
this he was able to tear off a strip of 
heavy cansas of which his mattress was 
caadei^ H^ ^Jd this so carefully that no 

the ailouid hear him fthd ihtei-eept h!a 
plana of self destruction. 

Climbing upod his bunk he ikd ih6 
heavy piece of canvas to the top b'af dt 
the door. The other end he knottcfrf 
About his neck, tying It securely. If 
was necessary only to step from the 
Jbunk and the deed was done. 

It was at least a half hour later be* 
'fore Frank's lifeless body was discov- 
ered. .One of the other prisoners step- 
ped toward the other end of the room 
to get a dciak of water and happening 
to glance into the cell which Prank oc- 
cupied he noticed his body hanging. Ho 
notified Sheriff Green at once and the 
body was cut down* Dr. Brown waa 
summoned but it was found that life 
was extinct The body was removed 
to the Conrad and Hart undertaking 
rooms where the Inquest was held. 

Frank had been bound over to the 
:grand jury ona charge of assault with 
a deadly weapon .with Intent to commit 
^murder on the, person of C. P. Black- 
tner, assistant -superintendent of the 
American:SteeI ond Wire company. 

At the trial it was shown that Frank 
had asked tho.wlre.-mill official for a 
position and when 'ho was refused he 
was crossing the field from the mill to 
the street car line. He made a Junge 
at Mr. Blackmer with a knife and only 
the fact that thevictlm leaped back 
saved his life as.the knife slashed a hole 
In his coat and passed between his arm 
and his body.

All motor boats operated on this chain 
of lakes shall: First— All motor boats 
carrying passengers for hire shall carry 
one life preserver of the sort prescribed 
by the regulations of the board of su- 
pervising inspectors for every passen- 
ger carried and no such boat while so 
carrying passengers for hire shall be 
operated or navigated except in charge 
of persons duely licensed for such ser- 
vice by the board of inspectors. 

Second.— Every motor boat not carry- 
ing passengers for hire must have life 
preservers, or life belts or buoyant 
cushions or ring buoys or other device, 
to be prescribed- by the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor, sufficient to sus- 
tain afloat every person on board. 

Third.— Every motor boat shall carry 
ready for immediate use the means of 
promptly and effectually extinguishing 
.burning gaspline, 

- Fourth.— A fine . not exceeding $100 
may be imposed for any violation of 
this act. The mb'tor boat shall be liable 
for the said penalty and may be seized, 
and proceeded ag'ains't by any way of 
libel, In tho District court of the Unlt- 
tfrf States for Any district wfthin which 
sUcli'motoT boat may b« found.' 

Ih&i Fox river cbnsfituies" a highway 
over wl^rch comiti'erce' is," or itlhf be 
carried on'^I^ll' other a^atesin the Cus- 
tomary raeand* In' which such commerce 
is conducted by 'OC^ateV, is sKown by the 
fac;t that lumber fiflieing.towed down 
the^ river from Wlsifcfnsjh points to 
points in Lake county.

When the government granted a per- 
rijli'forthe construction of a dam in 
th'o'Pbx river below McHenry, they 
Wete' cdmpelled to put In a lock of sufii- 
c6'nt'alzB' to care for boats that were 
bclng^' u^bd at tho present time. The 
size of 'tfte' lock is sixty-flve feet and 
seven' incHbs'In length, fourteen feet 
and seven inchea beam and at the pres- 
ent high stage *of water there is seven 
feet over the sllik. This enables motor 
boats drawing' six feet of water to run 
from Wilmot, Wfei^ to Algonquin, III.,' 
a distance of forty-eight miles. Freight 
and passengers are c&rrled between the 
two places. Small ' motor- boats can 
make a portage around the dam at 
Wilmot and a low stage- of water run 
within two miles of Burlington, Wis.

Sunday ufl^rriodh at 4 o'clock a new- 
born babe was found In the' 
lake but a short distance from shore at 
Highland Park, a small rope about the 
infant's neck, proving that it had been 
murdered by being thrown into the 
water, probably off the breakwater and 
drowned, 

while the Lake Forest discovery 
roused the people there, it did not stir 
them up like the Highland Park affair 
b&euUde of the fact that In the former 
case the babe might have died a natur- 
al death, but in the Highland Park 
cose, it is apparent that murder was 
committed, or why would the rope have 
been aboi t the babt Ja neck. 

The body was found by a young boy 
wht? >fas in bathing near the pier at 
the souO? limits of Highland' Park, 
about opposite Ravinia Park entrance- 
The tad was wadifJ5 near the pier when 
he saw a bundle floating, being bumped 
by the waves against the pier. "Going- 
closer, he felt of it, and taking hold and 
seeing that an old apron covered some 
object he looked a little closer. Then 
he thought for a minute that It was a 
doll which the cloth contained. Look- " 
Ing still closer he saw that it wasa 
baby boy. 

The lad then took the string and tied 
it to the pier, hastening to shore;;where 
later, he Incidentally mentioned his find 
and told what he had done with it. 
Word then spread from mouth to mouth 
until finally, about two hours later,' of- 
ficials heard of it and the remains were 
brought to shore by Undertaker Prior, 
who had been notified. The body waa 
taken to his morgue where an inquest 
was called for 4 o'clock.

the body may have tlghtened.lt The 
coroner's jury may be able to deter- 
mine whether the child died from drown* 
Ing or whether It was first murdered 
and then thrown into the lake to covec 
up tho crime.

Canada Has Suf f icieof 

Coal for 6000. Years 

It Has Enough Agricultural Land for the Set- 
tling of Millions. 



A report dealing with tho coal re* 
sources of Canada has boon Issued by 
tho Dominion Department of Mines. 
Tho oatlmatea glvon are only based on 
what la known. In tho western and 
northern regions, which have been 
llttlo oxplorod, thero may bo vast do- 
poslta ot which nothing whatever Is 
known nt present Tho ofilclals of tho 
department •stimato that of bltu* 
mtnouB coal thero Is In Canada 73V& 
billion tons; of anthracite 461 mil- 
lion tons; Bub-bltumlnouB nnd lignite 
over 100 billion tons. Tho quantity 
of coal now annually mined In Canada 
la about 12 million tons. With an es- 
timated quantity of unmixed good coal, 
of 74 billion tons. It woul^ require 
G,1G0 years to «xhaust the supply. If 
the Inferior grades wero included, sup- 
ply would last for 14,576 years. Of 
courao the conl demands of Canada 
will keep on Increasing, but it will bo 
a good many years before the quantity 
of Canadian coal mined will equal 
present output of tho United States 
mines. Their annual output Is about 
500,000,000 tons. At that rate It 
would tnko only 145 yoara to exhaust 
tho estimated Canadian supply of 
good coal, and about 350 years to got 
to tho end of tho total supply. And 
with tho Increasing population, made 
up of about four hundred thousand per- 
Bons a year (and It looks now as If this 
number would bo reached this year), 
one hundred and seventy-five thousand 



tho opening up of this rich field of a0> 
rlculturo, and It la a high class of ag- 
riculture, carried on by the uao of 
brains, ond, whore energy has not 
been cndowod, It baa becomo In that 
splendid air a case of Inoculated en- 
orgy. 

Tho rapid advancement of rallwaya 
makes tho altuatlon enrfy. Today one 
may bo located thirty ralloa from on» 
of the many branchea of the different - 
syatoms. A year from now, tho whls- 
tlo of tho locomotlvo and tho long 
train of cars may pnaa the farm, tho 
elevator Is but a short drlvo from th» 
homo, a BplondId market Iseatabllshod, 
and all tho advantages of an old Bot- 
tled community are at hand. 

Tho proapocta this year from an a|^ 
ricultural standpoint aro cxceedlnglr 
bright, and, reliovod of untoward con- 
ditions, the farmer is already counting 
'hia l)ank roll, planning for more ex- 
tensive operations for next year, and 
figuring on paying out for hia farm. 
Ho la calculating what the Incrcnacd 
valuo of his holdlnga, aa a result of a 
aucccBsful crop, will add to hia asaots. 
Already somo fields of wheat have been 
har>'eated, barley has been cut, and 
tho yield Is abovo his expectation. In 
fact, the fooling nt tho timo of writing 
is thnt never In tho history of any 
country on tho continent has there 
been such a prosjMsct of a large aver- 
ago crop, all over tho three central 
provinces of Canada, as will bo harveatr 
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The Dairy l-lelps the Farmer In Western Canada. 



being an estimate of tho Immigration 
from tho United States' for 1D12, tho 
consumption of coal will naturally In- 
crease. 

Tho agricultural districts of Canada 
have now become ao well known 
throughout tho world, and the vacant 
area of splendid land Is still so great 
that It may bo expected that the num- 
bers mentioned will Increase from 
year to year, and It will not bo many 
years beforo tho Immigration figures 
will reach the million mark.

There re- 
maina not only tho agricultural wealth 
of the country, but there are also tho 
social advantagea. the home-making 
prlvilegea, apart altogether from tho 
financial opportunities, thero Is the llfo 
and the energy born from the knowl- 
edge that tho aettler la moro than a 
unit In the upbuilding. In the making, 
of a country that will aoon rank' 
amongst the first In the nations of 
the world. There la no desire on the 
part of tho writer to dwell upon the 
success that has followed the Ameri- 
can settler in the Provinces of Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan and Alberta and 
the coast Province of Dritlah Colum- 
bia, or to speak of tho thousands of In- 
dividuals whoso hundreds of dollars 
havo made thom thousands, but atten- 
tion muat be paid to the fact that those 
pooplo have dono well. They are fol- 
lowed by their famllica and . their 
frienda, who also aro doing well. 

Where; a few yeara ago, seemingly 
only months ago, there was nothing 
but tho open prairie, or If wo apeak of 
tho more central portions of theao 
provincea, the park districta, there are 
today well tilled and cultivated farma, 
largo farms, too, and the herds ot cat- 
tle. Cities and towns are tho rpBult of 



ed thia year. Tho railroads aro add- 
ing to their already large mileage and 
have got ready for handling the crop 
thousands of box cars. The govern- 
ment agents and tho railways aro mak- 
ing arrangements for from fifty to six- 
ty thousand extra farm hands in order 
that the crop may bo succcaafully and 
quickly har^'ested, bualnoaa men are 
laying in larger atocka than usual, real 
estate men aro active, preparing for 
the rush of business that is sure to 
follow, and everywhere there Is the 
note of optimiam, which seems to bo 
perfectly justifiable, 

Thero la, as has been said, a vaat 
area of tho country atlll open for set- 
tlement and.homostoadlng lying In the 
center north. Speaking of thla port 
a writer, who made the trip when tb« 
crop waa In Ita groen atage, said: 

*'JuBt now, tho whole country ta a 
beautiful sight, aa It presents Itself In 
full dress of living green, varied In 
shade, many places elegantly fringed 
and interspersed with ploatlngs of 
shrubbery and patchea of sweet scents 
ed flowers In rose, yellow, white, pink, 
scarlet, cardinal nnd purple, in trav- 
eling over tho virgin aoll, I have aeen 
some ot tho moat charming rolling 
pralriea, sloping hillB, deep ravines, 
mirrored lakea, artistic flower fields, 
and natural parks that one could wish 
to behold, and all placed thero without 
tho aid of man. Tho land In general 
Is heavily matted with grass, pilxed 
with vetches and poa vinos, nearly up 
to the knee, and many millions, ot 
acres of which are going to wast* 
whilo beef, pork nnd mutton are soar- 
ing at prices heretofore unknown. Tho 
comparatively small acreage under cul- 
tivation reminds ono ot a fow small 
garden patchea. ■ 

•'When wo consider the estimated 
crop of 300.000,000 bushela 'Of wheat 
for 1912. to bo produced on those west- 
ern prairies from these garden patches, 
somo faint Idea con bo formed- by an 
Imaginative mind as to the immense 
pOBslblllties and rich heritage of a glo- 
rious. western Canada.*; 

, The estimate ot the wheat crop, oa 
made by tbo writer 'quoted, Is excea- 
slvo, but with even 250 million bushels, 
thero win bo a great deal ot satlsfaoi 
tlon on the part of the settlors.

Chicago, Aug. 5.— Frank H. Funk 
of Uloomlngton, Btnto acnator, waa 
put forward aa tho gubernatorial can- 
dldato of tho now ProgroaBlvo party 
Saturday. Tho new party's conven- 
tion began at 11 o'clock In tho morn- 
ing and took ita final adjournment at 
12:1G Sunday morning. 

No troublo aroao over tho qucBtlon 
of a third ticket, as every dolcgato 
admitted to tho convention had slgnod 
a pledge to support tho ticket. 

Tho other nominees wore as fol- 
lows; 

Lieutenant Governor — Judgo Dean 
Franklin, Macomb. 

Attorney General — Fletcher Dobyna, 
Chicago. 

Treasurer — Philip Decker, Slurphys- 
boro. 

Auditor— Edwin Winter, Danvlllo. 

Secretary of State — Edward O. Po- 
toraon, Aurprn, 

For truatoea of tho IfniverBlty of 
Ullnola D. F. Harris of Champaign. 
Mrs. Uaymond Robins of Chicago and 
Frederick L. Hatch of Spring Grove, 
tho present prcaldent of tho board. 

Tho delegates at largo aro Miss 
Jano Addnma of Chicago, Alary J, Wil- 
marth of Chicago, C. D. Thomas of 
Champaign, Frank G. Allen of Mollno, 
Frank 11. Funk of Uloomlngton, Mcdill 
McCormlck of Chicago, La Vorno W. 
Noyes of Chicago and John F. Bass 
of Chicago. 

Form of Pledge Exacted. 

The plcdgo required of all delegates 
admitted to the convention read: 

"Wo, the undersigned, hereby sud- 
Bcrlbo to the calls for tho national and 
state Progresalvo party conventions 
and pledge ouraelvcs to support In the 
election next November tho candi- 
dates of tho Progresalvo party In state 
and nation and the platform adopted 
by tho party in stato and national 
convention asBembled.** , 

On tho recommendation of tho cre- 
dentials commttteo the convention 
threw out John P. Conrad of Will 
county, a delegate who refused to sign 
the pledge. 

David Morrison was seated in place 
of tho ousted delegate. 

Dr. Thomas A. nusaell, a delegate 
from the Twentieth ward of Chicago, 
was ejected bodily from tho hall when 
he made objection to the report of tho 
rules committee. 

Dr. John Boyle of SprlngOeld waa 
forcibly ejected from the convention 
ball after creating a dlsturbanco on 
the apeakers" platform. Attempts on 
tho part of his friends to quiet him 
were in vain and he was finally put 
out by tho police. 

Merrlanr Sounds Keynote. 

Tho keynote of the convention and 
of the campaign to bo conducted by 
tho now party in Illinois was sounded 
by Charles E. Merrlom, tho temporary 
chairman. Ho outlined a program of 
reform legislation and urged' the need 
of the third party atato ticket. 

At tho conclusion of hla speech Mr. 
Merrlam rend n telegram from Colonel 
Roosevelt, addresaod to MedlU McCor- 
mlck. 

The RooBovelt telegram follows: 

"Through you I wish to express all 
good wishes to the Illinois Progress- 
ives In convention assembled. I wish 
also to congratulate the Illinois Pro- 
gressives on their stand for a third 
ticket. 

"This Is tho course that I am mbst 
happy to say has beon decided upon 
in Indiana, Michigan and Mlsaourl, and 
while of courae there aro certain 
BtateB where the conditions render It 
unneceaaQry, I am frankly convinced 
that it is the courae that must norm- 
ally bo followed and certainly In all 
cases unless there Is a ticket already 
In the flold which the Progressives are 
willing to Indorse, and the nominees 
on ■ which are 'openly and without 
equivocation In favor of tho Progress- 
Ivo electoral ticket.

Roosevelt Is Indorsed. 
BoBldes naming a third ticket the 
convention Indorsed nooHovelt for 
president, adopted a Rooncvolt plat- 
form, nominated twonty-nlno candl- 
dntcB for jironldentlal electora, named 
fifty-eight delegates to the national 
convention and elected a now state 
committee. 

0. R. PendarvIa of HondorBon coun- 
ty was temporary Recretary of tho 
convention. Arthur L. Curvcy of Chi- 
cago waa permanent chairman and 
John L. Hamilton of Iloopcaton waa 
permanent secretary, Charlca Ringer 
OBkod na temporary and permanent 
sorgeant-at-arms. 

Tho convention occupied tho entire 
day. Orchestra hall waa filled to the 
topmost gallery. Tho delegates num- 
bered 1,100. More than 1,000 Bpecta- 
tora were In attendnnco. 

MlsB Jano Addama and other women 
prominent In civic affairs occupied 
boxes. 

Cheers for the Colonel. 

Mention of Theodore Roosovelt'a 
nnmo Invariably aroused cheers and 
applause. At tho opening of the con- 
vention tho former prcaldent waa 
cheered for seven minutes, 

Tho signal for applause for Colonel 
Roosevelt was given when two United 
States fiags were drawn asldo at the 
back of tho Btage, revealing a photo- 
graph of the former president bor- 
dered by red, white and blue lights, 

Tho lights In other parts of tho 
hall wore turned out while tho dem- 
onstration continued. Delegation 
standards wero waved aloft. Ban- 
danna hnmlkerchlofs, tho emblom of 
tho now party, wero much In evidence. 
Funk's Vote Unanimous. 

Senator Funk's nomination was 
made by ncclamatlon, although tho 
name of Robert Eaton of Will county 
also was presented before tho con- 
vention. 

Tho roll was called, but when De- 
kalb county wna reached Captain W. 
H, Fram of Will county withdrew tho 
name of Mr. Eaton nnd moved that tho 
nomination of Senator Funk bo made 
unnnlmoua. Tho motion was carried 
amid great applause. 

\\Tien tho roll call was stopped 
Funk had received 479 vootea. while 
Eaton had only G2. 

The name • of Senator Funk was 
placed before tho convention by B, 0. 
AylcBWorth of Cass county. Second- 
ing speeches were made by Senator 
Walter Clyde Jones of Chicago nnd 
Senator E. D, Telford of Marlon 
county. 

Mr. Eaton waa nominated by Cnpt. 
William H. Frame. Rev, Duncan C. 
Mllner seconded tho nomination. 

After tho vote Senator Funk waa es- 
corted to the platform nnd mado a 
brief speech of acceptance. 

Platform of Now/ Party. 

The platform adopted by the con- 
vention deflnea at the outset the oh- 
jeet of the new party. 

"Tho national Progressive party,'* 
It doclaros. "Is the expression of the 
determination of tho people to take 
back their government Into their own 
hands. No close observer of Indus- 
trial, social and political condition's In 
Illinois can doubt the Impelling ncces- 
alty for tho formation In this atate of 
such a party."

This 8o!utIoni;-;n;aX":4njecied 
and three of the'dnlmala gaYe birth to. 
guinea pigs", but,.they 'were consider^, 
ably Braaller than Ihoso.bom in tho. 
nnturarway. Tw-o of these artificially 
produced plga died, -but one la still

Sho lives at Capo Chud- 
lelgh, her namo Is Nlnglnk and abo 
is 16 years old — a mature ago among 
her peopJe. As tho Eskimo Ion- 
Bnago contains only 300 worda tho 
young authoress must somotlmoa havo 
trouble to expross her thoughta with 
the limited vocabulary at hor com- 
mand, but she reads and writes as 
fluently as any American girl or tho 
aamo nge. At nrat she wrote on skins 
With Bhariienod bones dipped In the 
blood of a flah or a seal, but a mis- 
sionary gavo her a biindlo of pencils 
Rnd a bale of brown paper, and Nln- 
gink'a Igloo Is now plied at one end 
with many rolls of MS3. neatly tied 
with strips of sealskin. Her house Is 
not made of skins or snow blocks, Ilko 
most of the surrounding Eskimo habi- 
tations, but Is constructed of hun- 
dreds of bones of seals and largo fishes. 
and Is considered a palace by th« vil- 
lagers, who regard hor with great r«- 
flpect and odmlratiou. Her Uanco is 
tho tallest maa at the Cape, being five 
and ono-half feot, a remarkable height 
for an Eskimo. Ho Is an artist, and 
carves bracelets, rings, necklaces and 
figures of men and animals from bone 
and Ivory with much skill and deli- 
cacy. 

Nlngink'a stories relate mostly to 
tho seal, tho flsh, tho whito bear and 
to aUvonturea of the chaso. Her moat 
ambitious effort tells how tho sun took 
pity on another world that had lost 
Its sun and now divides hia light be- 
tween the earth and the dark world, 
shining half a year on each. This tale 
contains nearly 3,000 words and Is a 
great favorite with the vlllago people, 
who love to gather In N'lngink's Igloo 
and listen to her "hooka." which sho 
reads in a high alng-aong voice. 
Whenever sho writes a new story she 
Invites all her friends to come and 
hear It, and the occasion Is made one 
of great feasting and rejoicing.

Chicago, Aug. C. — Thcodoro RooBO- 
velt was given ono of tho greatest 
demonstrations in the history of polit- 
ical conventions when be appeared at 
tho Coliseum today to address tho 
delegates to tho national Progressive 
party. When ho arrived on tho plat- 
form shortly after the convention was 
called to order at noon a wave of 
cheering surged through the vast as- 
semblage that developed into a riot of 
enthusiastic noise. And when ho 
arose to make hla speech, after a brief 
introduction by Temporary Chairman 
Boverldge, he was given another dem- 
onstration. 

Tho announcement that the colonel 
would address tho convention In re- 
sponsQ to the Invitation unanimously 
extended to him yesterday, drew a tre- 
mendous crowd to tho Coliseum, and 
long before Chairman Beveridge called 
the convention to order there was not 
a vacant seat in the hall. 

Colonel Roosevelt's speech was an 
exposition of tho policies upon which 
the new party would appeal to tho vo- 
ters in tho coming campaign. 

Beveridge Is Chairman. 
Tho new national Progressive party 
camo Into official being In Chicago 
yesterday, i 

Tho plans and purposes were out- 
lined by former United States Sena- 
tor Albert J. Beveridge of Indiana in 
hla speech as temporary chairman of 
the convention. 

"We propose," said Mr. Beveridge, 
"to pass prosperity around, to make 
human living easier, to free the banda 
of honest business, to make commerce 
steady, to preserve tho dignity of wom- 
anhood and to preserve childhood." 

It was an eloquent and forceful ad- 
dress, tho speech of tho temporary 
chairman. 

Some of Mr. Beverldgo'a striking 
sentences wore: 

Striking Sentences. 
"Tho warfare to destroy big busl- 
nesB Is both foolish and wicked." 

"The people are tired of the mock 
battle with criminal capital." 

"Neither Democrats nor Republicans 
can swerve us from our course; "wo 
are free of both and fear neither." 

"Tho tariff must he taken out of 
politics." 

There was boni at tho same time as 
the new party a new cheer. It was 
the call of the bull moose. It was 
heard for tho first time yesterday. It 
1b a weird, crooning, penetrating cry, 
and It seems destined before the Pro- 
grosalvoa havo adjourned to take the 
place of tho old familiar choer and 
yell. 

Mr. Bcverldge's peroration was a 
great effort and at the conclusion of 
his speech tho audience went wild. 
They cheered for several minutes and 
then Joined In singing "America." 

Knthualasm was one of the moat 
conspicuous and tangible things on ex- 
hibition at the Coliseum. It ran al- 
most the whole gamut of human emo- 
tions. 

The exacjt hour-»of. tho birth of, the 
J^r^greaslve- babo "waa 12 : 45 p'clooK. 
A? ;j\hat;- hour United States Bonator, 
Joseph M..Dlxon of Wontana rapped 
for ordei^ »rid began ' hla ' opening' 
Bpeoch. 

Cheers Interrupt Speaker. 
, It was an ImpresBlve moment. Ben- 
tXoT Dixon seemed to realize It. The 
dolegatea and apoctatorB themselves, 
who but a'moment before/had been 
cheering themBelTes hoarse, suddenly 



became quiot. Thoy sat qulto still. 
The Bpeaker'B volco carried far. 
Twice only waa he Interrupted, and 
ono of these timca waa when an Irre- 
presaible in the gallery called for 
'Three cheers for Teddy." Three 
cheers were given and then threo 
tlmea three. 

Tho scenes attending tho birth .of 
tho new party were at once Impres- 
sive and spectacular. 

The Coliseum waa filled comforta- 
bly. It was not crowded, probably 
there wore 8,000 persona In tho big 
auditorium when Senator Dixon In his 
capacity as chairman of the Progres- 
sive party's provisional national com- 
mittee, opened tho proceedings. 
Viewed from tho platform tho audience 
seemed to bo a sea of red and white. 
There were American flags of vari- 
ous sizes ond shapes, but for once tho 
good old bandanna outshone "Old 
Glory." There were bandannas ev- 
erywhere. The delegates wore them 
on their heads, around their necks, 
some used them as bolts; somo wore 
them in tho places handkerchiefs usu- 
ally are carried; women, too. woro 
them, some as band.s on their sum- 
niery hats, others as sashes. Tho ban- 
dannas fiulterod and waved and added 
a vivid touch of color to tho animat- 
ing and animated scene. 

Opened by Dixon. 
"Ladles and gentlemen," said Sena- 
tor Dixon, 't'he convention will now 
come to order. Twenty-eight days ago 
in tho city of New York It was decided 
that there ahould be a natural political 
alignment In these United Statea. 
Then and there waa Issued a call for a 
convention to take up the subject and 
try to accomplish an alignment of po- 
litical parties. 

"In tho past twenty-eight daya tho 
nation has seen evolution In Ita democ- 
racy, a now alignment In political par- 
ties. Now, In four weeks tho nation 
has seen a political convention of a 
new party with the largest number of 
delegates ever seen at a political con- 
vention in this country. It has paaaod 
tho academic dlscuasion of principle, 
and before tho sun seta this afternoon 
a new milestone will have been erect- 
ed In the political history of this coun- 
try—a new party will have been born 
that will know no north, no south, no 
east, no west, and no sectional lines 
of any kind." 

While Dixon was speaking some one 
shouted: "Hurrah for Teddy," and 
for two or three minutes delegates In- 
dulged In a shouting bee. 

Finally Dixon resumed, and Intro- 
.duced O. K. Davis, who read the call 
for tho convention. 

Senator Dixon resumed the stand 
after the call had been read. He, 
called on Rev. T. P. Dornblasor, pastor 
of the Grace English Lutheran church 
of Chlcogo, to pronounce tho Invoca- 
tion. The delegates and visltora rofle 
while the prayer waa offfl/ed-» 
• Prays fof a New Joahua. 
In the prayer Doctor ' Dornblaaer 
thanked the Almighty for the inde- 
pendenco of tho natio-n. He aald per- 
haps the American- spirit .haa lidpomo 
somewhat; vainglorious «irid' bbaatfuf 
and naked- forglveneas. He quoted the 
prayer of King David aa most appro- 
priate' for-- the dccaalon. Ho Bald thit 
heaven had been, irtth the nation la 
paat crlsoa amj that It will bo with tli© 
nation lu tho crlals ho naw coming. 
With this hop* he uttered a plea for 
divine Inspiration that tho dQlcgates 




might do their duly In displacing par- 
ties that have no higher ambition than 
to servo self. 

"Thou God of Infinite rcaourcoa." ho 
said, "give ua another Joahtm — a man 
who can lead ua to apoedy and ulti- 
mate victory." 

Senator Dixon thon announced that 
ox-Senator Albert J, Beveridge of In- 
diana had been selected as temporary 
chairmaii of tho convention. 

Governor Johnson of California, Got- 
ornor Voaoy of South Dakota, Govern- 
or Caroy of Wyoming and Funk of 
Illlnola oacortcd Bevorldgo to the plat- 
form. 

Boverldge wns,grooted with a thun- 
der of applause aa ho appeared. 

Beveridge la Cheered. 

As tho ex-aonator reached tho climax 
of hla apocch applauao became more 
and moro frequent. When ho spoke of 
tho new party aa enllaling for war 
ho waa cheered again and again. 

Ho finished hla speech at 3:12 and 
the convention gavo him a tremen- 
dous ovation. Tho dGlegntos stood on 
their chalra cheering and waving their 
bandannas. 

Whllo tho applauao waa atlll nt Mn^ 
height tho band awung into "The Star 
Spangled Banner." At Ua cloao thoro 
waa another outburat of cheerB. 

Tho clerks shouted through a big 
megaphone asking tho band to play 
"Tho Battle Hymn of tho Republic." 
but there was too much nolao and they 
got Bwltchod Into wiothcr air— "Tho 
Battle Cry of Freedom." 

Finally, despairing of tho moga- 
phono method, tho song was started 
from tho platform, then tho leader 
"wised up" and directed tho efforts of 
his muslclana Into tho right direction. 
The nudicnco aang verse after verso, 
and the band, waiting a llttlo whllo 
each time, took Its "cue" and went 
ahead. Most of tho time tho band 
was a few lapa behind. But the dele- 
gates didn't cnro. Thoy wont right on 
singing, and they aang with a will. 

After tho alnglng had concluded Bev- 
eridge asked the clerk to rend tho roll 
of temporary ofllcors.

Becker'a Attorney Admits Ho Secured 

Affidavit From Rose, Taken After 

Murder. 

Now York, Aug. 2.— "Dago Frank" 
Clroflc, one of tho four men wanted 
for the killing of tho gambler, Her- 
man Hosenthttl, and who was Idontl- 
fled by three men as being ono who 
fired at Roaonthal from tho gray mur- 
der automobile, has tqrncd state's evi- 
dence. He sent word to Dlatrlct At- 
torney Whitman that he was willing 
to tell all ho know about tho murder 
If ho waa saved from the elcctrlo 
chair. 

Following fnat on tho confeslon of 
Clroficl, though not directly connect- 
ed with It, John W. Hart, attorney for 
Policy Lieutenant Charles Becker, no- 
cused of the murder of Rosonthnl, waa 
brought before Judge Mulqucen and 
ordered to answer questions propound- 
ed to him by the district attorney be- 
fore tho grand Jury. Hart previously 
refused to answer these questions, but 
when taken a second time before tho 
Inqulaltorial body, taken moro freely, 
although ho prefaced almoat every 
Btatcmont with a protest.

Bacteria Not Neceaaary to Life. ' 
Though bacteria of many kinds Mr* 
In mosi animals, a French expert* 
mentor baa- dlaproven tho theory that 
they are essential to life. It waA 
claimed that a chicken lived abso- 
lutely free from mlsero^riranlsms, and 
growth and development wont on aa 
usual. 
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Business men and scientists of Chica- 
go, the North Shore end Waukegan 
gathered last week ot the oflice of Dr. 
George Doerbecker on Washington 
street, Waukegan, and for the first 
time in the history of the scientific, 
world, pure and refined copper was pro- 
duced by mechanical treatment alone,; 
of the raw copper. 

Lake County men are at the head of 
the movement, which is the result of 
research for many years in the copper 
fields of Gautemaia, Central, America 
byH. N. Wilcox and J. E, Boland. The 
latter ^was a contractor in Waukegan 
some twenty years ago and Mr. Wilcox 
was born In the county near Liberty- 
ville. • 

Tho production of copper paint and 
bronze, without smeitering the ore, is 
the secret of their process, which will 
in their opinion revolutionize the entire 
copper in(fUBtry of the world. 

The two men, Mr. Wilcox and Mr, 
Boland have just returned from Mexico. 
Captured by the Mexican rebels they 
passed themselves off as Red Cross 
doctors and they were released. 

Some twenty years ago the two men 
left Waukegan for the copper fields of 
South and Central America. All this 
time they had been experimenting, try- 
ing their process again and again, until 
they were convinced that they had it 
ready to give to the scientific world. 

Dr. Doerbecker, dentist, was one of 
the original party, who was to have 
gone to South America with the Lake 
County men. But circumstances arose 
whereby he was forced to remain at 
home. Even then the men, now gray, 
but then mere youths had no idea of 
what they were gomg to do. 

"When we make our discovery we 
will come to you, and you shall be the 
first to see the process." True to 
their promise Wilcox and Boland came 
to Waukegan last week and for the 
first time the process was gven a trial. 

Raw copper ore, taken from their 
mine in Central America was first pro- 
duced — a m^re atone. The ore was put 
into a crusher and pulverized next by 
steam it was Hquidfied. 

The lipuid copper is then charged 
with elastic fiuids after which it passes 
through a copper liberator, which is 
constructed on the' plan of a water 
boiler. 

This boiler ia heated by passing ex- 
haust steam into the steam chamber to 
a temperature of 208 degrees F. H., 
and finally brought to 280 degrees F. 
H., with live steam. Under this tem- 
perature, combine with the pressure of 
110 pounds to the square inch, 50 per 
cent of the copper contents is liberated. 
The remaining 60 per cent is the work- 
ing basis for these operations and re- 
mains in the system. The face that 
the heat expands and drives out the 
elastic fluids from the liquid, creates 
the 110 pounds to the square inch and 
causes the copper to be liberated. The 
liberated copper is removed from the 
boiler and passes on the casting de- 
partment to be put into ingots ready 
for the market. 

Scientists, who had come In the role 
of "Doubting Thomas" marveled at 
this discovery, which is said by the 
men to be among the best of modem 

times.
